M )RE than 11,000 
jnners took to the 
:reets of Hackney in 
lazing sunshine for 
the third annual Vitality Run 
Hackney half marathon. 

Thousands more lined the 
borough’s roads and parks to 
cheer them on as they raced 
through intense heat on 8 May. As 
temperatures reached 26 degrees - 
hotter than Ibiza, Corfu, Cannes, 
Lisbon and Los Angeles - extra 
mist showers and water stops were 
added by race organisers to make 
sure runners kept hydrated. 


Residents living along the route 
also turned on their gardens hoses 
to cool everyone down. 

The route showed off the very 
best of the borough. Starting and 
finishing at Hackney Marshes, the 
closed-road course passed by some 
of Hackney’s key landmarks, 
including the Hackney Empire and 
Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

The professional athletes set 
off first, with the men’s winner 
crossing the line in 01:04:38. 

Mark Kibiwott, from Kenya, said: 
“My race was good the whole way 
through, but it was hot! Winning 


was nice, I feel very happy.” 

Hannah Walker, 24, also from 
team Run Fast, won the women’s 
race in a time of 01:18:12. She 
said: “It was my first race in two 
years! Run Hackney is a great 
race, with great support, and what 
a beautiful day.” 

Thousands of amateur runners 
also took part, with many of 
them raising money for charities, 
including St Joseph’s Hospice, 
Cancer Research UK, ReachOut 
and Laureus. Lauren Parker, 

33, who raised money for St 
Joseph’s, said: “I’m running in 


remembrance of my uncle who 
died at the same age that I am 
now. He use to run marathons 
too. I think the Hackney half is 
the best, the atmosphere and the 
supporters are amazing and it 
makes such a big difference. I 
love Hackney!” 

Jessica Noah, 23, from Run 
Dem Crew, added: “It is my 
second time in Run Hackney and I 
love it. There’s good vibes from the 
people of Hackney and the 
children were great, giving us 
high fives at the last mile.”

R SIDENTS, 

usinesses and 
isitors are being 
ivited to share 
their views on Hackney’s 
growing nightlife, as 
part of ongoing work to 
balance the needs of those 
affected by it. 

The consultation, which 
runs until 17 July, is the 
Council’s latest way of 
gaining insight into people’s 
experiences of the night- 
time economy, and asks 
for views on Hackney 
in the evening (from 
6pm-midnight) and night 
time (midnight-6am). 

The Council would like to 
understand what residents 
and visitors like, or don’t 
like, about Hackney’s 
nightlife; how often, and 
why, they visit areas like 
Shoreditch and Dalston; 
and if there are any aspects 
to the night-time economy 
that they think need 
improving (see page 27 for 
more info). 

It follows the withdrawal 



last August of the Council’s 
draft licensing strategy. 

The proposals caused 
concerns with people 
and businesses who were 
worried about the impact it 
would have on Hackney’s 
nightlife. At the time, the 
Council pledged to take 
more time to listen to the 
opinions of residents, 


licensees and visitors. 

Kim Wright, Group 
Director, Neighbourhoods 
and Housing, said: “Our 
night-time economy is 
really important to us. Its 
growth has contributed to 
wider economic benefits 
and to making Hackney a 
vibrant, creative place with 
a worldwide reputation, but 


it can also attract antisocial 
behaviour, which has a real 
impact on the quality of life 
of some of our residents. 

“This is just one part 
of a wider piece of work 
we’re doing around alcohol 
licensing and the night-time 
economy. Earlier this year 
we held a successful round 
table event with over 50 
residents and licensees and, 
alongside the consultation 
and independent studies, 
feedback gathered will help 
to shape our approach to 
the night time economy 
in Hackney. 

“It’s important we get 
this right, so I’d encourage 
anyone with an interest to 
get involved.” 

Responses to this 
consultation will help the 
Council draw up a new 
draft licensing strategy.

Labour reigns over London 

HACKNEY residents went to the polls in their droves 
on 5 May. As well as having their say in the London 
Mayor and London Assembly elections, two new ward 
councillors were elected to the Council. 

Following the local by-elections, Sem Moema (Labour) 
will represent Hackney Downs, after securing 2,614 
votes out of a total of 4,369, and a turnout of 58 
per cent. While Patrick Moule (Labour) won in Stoke 
Newington, with 3,241 votes out of a total of 5,262, and 
a massive turnout of 63 per cent. 

Jennette Arnold (Labour) retained her set, to represent 
the boroughs of Hackney, Islington and Waltham Forest, 
on the London Assembly, and Sadiq Khan (Labour) was 
elected Mayor of London. 



Time to foster, time to care 

FOSTER Care Fortnight is set to return on 1 6 May to 
celebrate the great work done by carers. 

Children and young people are placed in care for 
various reasons, and foster carers are able to provide an 
alternative home that is safe, nurturing and supportive 
of their needs. Nationally, there is a shortage of foster 
carers, and Hackney is not exempt from this. More 
residents are needed to support children in care. 

Last year, Natalie felt it was the right time for her to 
foster. She said: “I was over the moon at being approved 
last month, it was a decision I was anxiously awaiting. I 
am really looking forward to giving a child a long-term, 
stable environment and offering them a quality of life 
which they may not have received.” 

During Foster Carer Fortnight, the Council’s fostering 
service staff will be out and about in the borough 
speaking with parent groups and shoppers. Two 
dedicated workshops will also be held in partnership 
with Hackney CVS to help residents understand the 
importance of fostering.

garden shed that helps 
community cohesion, 
these are just some of 
the projects the Council 
has helped through its 
community grants scheme. 

At the start of the year, 
the Council agreed to 
allocate £2.5million to 
support voluntary and 
community organisations in 
the borough. Applications 
are now open for the next 
round of grants. 

The money will go 
towards funding an array of 
activities including advice 
to the most vulnerable 
residents, positive activities 
for young people, and 
support for people with 
very specialist needs. 

They will also enable 
continued support of 
valued community assets 
such as Chat’s Palace, E9; 
Abney Park Cemetery, 


N16; and Laburnum Boat 
Club, on the Regent’s 
Canal in Haggerston. 

Project Indigo, based at 
Off Centre, E8, has received 
£60,000 to support young 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans 
and queer people in the 
borough. They help those 
who are questioning their 
gender identity or sexuality 
through one-to-one 
counselling. The project 
also runs a weekly group 
session where young people 
can meet friends, feel 
supported and have fun. 

Queen T, 19, from 
Upper Clapton, said: “This 
group is a secure getaway 
from the outside world, 
where you are surrounded 
by like-minded individuals 
that you can empathise 
with and be your complete, 
found self.” 

An organisation 
supporting disabled 
Orthodox Jewish children, 
Step by Step, N16, has 
received £51,400. This 
vital service offers Sunday 


clubs, residential and 
daily activities which help 
to bring joy to families 
affected by disability. 

Step by Step participant 
Yossi, 15, has speech and 
language delay, as well as 
behavioural difficulties, 
and found it difficult to 
join in group activities. 
Since joining Step by Step 
however, Yossi now loves 
to participate alongside 
his peers. He has learnt 
to manage his behaviour 
and has also been given 
the chance to develop his 
leadership skills, which has 
increased his confidence. 
Yossi now leads his 
classmates in his favourite 
group sessions, IT and 
woodwork. 

This year, the Alevi 


Cultural Centre, E8, 
received £40,00 to improve 
prospects for Turkish, 
Kurdish and Cemevi 
young people, through an 
educational programme. 
The centre can now provide 
interactive maths classes 
utilising smart board 
technology that will 
help Oxford University 
hopefuls in their maths 
assessment exams. 

Alongside academic 
support, the centre will 
provide music lessons and a 
weekly computer course for 
female members. Training 
will also be provided for 
parents so they can support 
their children’s education 
and help them achieve their 
full potential. 

Yashar Ismailoglu, 


Coordinator of the Alevi 
Cultural Centre, said: 

“Give a man a fish and you 
feed him for a day; teach a 
man to fish and you feed 
him for a lifetime. Hackney 
Council has funded our 
youth and community 
training project and given 
us the opportunity to teach 
ourselves how to manage 
a community centre and 
create new skills for young 
Turkish speaking people.” 

The Sharp End 
Retirement Project, E8, 
helps older residents 
keep active, independent 
and healthy. The charity 
received £56,399 in 
this year’s community 
grant funding, enabling 
participants to enjoy a 
full schedule of activities, 
including Zumba, arts and 
crafts, dance and gentle 
exercise. The project’s 
oldest member is 95, 
but that doesn’t stop her 
attending weekly line 
dancing classes. 

Jeremy, 79, from Dalston 


said: “I have heart disease, 
very mild angina. I used to 
have palpitations once or 
twice a week for a minute 
to a minute-and-a-half, and 
pins and needles in 
my fingers daily. Since I 
started movement and 
stretching class and 
yoga for beginners, after 
about three lessons, 
all my symptoms have 
disappeared. I am amazed.” 

Last year, 160,000 
residents accessed 
grant funded services. 
Applications for this year’s 
round of Community 
Chest grants (up to £1,000) 
ends at 12noon on 11 
May. Applications for the 
small grants programme 
(between £1,000 and 
£5,000) closes on 25 May.

GROWING Communities Farmers’ Market, in Stoke Newington, is home to a varied crop of small 
local food producers, alongside local farmers selling fruit, veg, meat and cheese. 

At the UK’s only all-organic market, visitors will find health-boosting sauerkraut, kombucha and 
kimchi; gluten-free cakes and raw vegan cakes; handmade chocolates; vegan creole fritters; tasty 
pies and sausage rolls; raw milk and butter; kefir; Italian cakes and tarts; sourdough wheat, rye 
and spelt bread, as well as organic fry-ups, coffees and Turkish gozleme. 

Growing Communities has helped many of the small food producers to set up businesses and sell 
at the market, by lending stalls, offering storage space and giving advice on what, and how, to sell. 
To celebrate Love Your Local Market fortnight this year, the Hackney-based social enterprise has 
created a fund to offer interest-free loans to smaller producers to pay for their Soil Association 
Organic certification.

C |YTH Prisk cites 
the root of her 
lifelong campaign 
lo defend the 
rights of children to play 
outdoors from her time 
living in Iraq as a child. 

She explains: “My Dad 
was a water engineer, and 
from 1979 to 1989, he 
was based in Iraq. So every 
holiday we went out there. 

“But during term time, 
we lived in Liverpool. We 
would come back from 
school, throw down our 
bags and go out, playing in 
the wild spaces in a gang, 
in the streets and each 
other’s gardens. In Iraq, 
we were trapped in a small 
compound. We weren’t 
allowed to leave. And it was 
just my brother and I. Day 
in, day out.” 

Cath gained a teaching 
qualification and worked in 
a primary school in North 
Yorkshire, before going 


on to study a Masters that 
focused on how to create 
the right environments for 
children to flourish. 

Cath says: “I began to 
realise how many people 
are influential in shaping 
a child’s life - not just the 
parents and the school - and 
it blew my mind.” 

That realisation led to a 
decade working in policy, 
developing programmes to 
create the right conditions 
for people to flourish, but 
Cath wanted to go back to 
working with children. 

She had been living in 
Hackney with her husband 
for four years and had fallen 
in love with the area. 

“It’s the green open 
spaces,” she explains. 

So she applied for a 
position at Ann Tayler 
Children’s Centre and 
became its Deputy Head. 

She recalls: “It was a great, 
grounding experience seeing 
the huge difference that 
children’s centres make. 
Parents from every walk 


of life come together there, 
building up little moments 
of naturally and informally 
supporting each other.” 

It was her next job, 
however, that in her own 
words, ‘brought everything 
together’. In 2008, she 
was appointed Assistant 
Director and, subsequently, 
Director of the nationwide 
charity Play England, an 
organisation devoted to 
defending and championing 


children’s right to play. 

For six years she was at the 
forefront of national and 
local policy on the subject. 

“We helped build 
amazing playgrounds across 
Hackney and across the 
country,” she explains. 
Adding: “But that alone 
wasn’t enough. Children 
also need to be given the 
time, the permission and the 
opportunity to play.” 

That meant working 


with ministers, schools, 
parents, housing managers, 
health and safety managers, 
volunteers, and grass roots 
organisations across the UK. 

One of her last projects 
included the development of 
street play schemes across 
the country. Cath says: “We 
really learnt from, and built 
on, the great work that was 
going on in Hackney, taking 
it across the country.” 

In 2014, however, she 
sensed another change in 
the air. She left Play England 
to set up her own social 
enterprise, Outdoor People. 
“On 10 May it will be 
exactly two years since we 
launched,” she says. 

It began simply as a stall, 
selling thermos flasks on 
Broadway Market. Last 
month she expanded to 
a shop in Netil Market, 
near London Fields, selling 
outdoor gear and reinvesting 
the profits into projects that 
get kids outdoors. 

Outdoor People is as 
much about helping to 


develop these projects as 
it is a shop. Cath supports 
organisations trying to help 
children access outdoor 
spaces. Her first client 
was Hackney Council 
which, as part of the Get 
Hackney Healthy campaign, 
contracted her to develop 
Hackney Wild Walks, three 
adventures for children to 
take their parents on. 

Then in February, 

Unilever and Project Dirt 
asked her to develop their 
Empty Classroom Day 
campaign. Taking place 
on 17 June, it is focused on 
getting schools, children’s 
centres and youth services to 
celebrate outdoor learning 
and play. 

“I’ve always just loved 
making environments in 
which children can discover 
who they are,” she says.

W ITH spring 

finally here and 
hundreds of 
new ducklings 
hatching in parks, canals 
and rivers in Hackney, 
it’s a good time to remind 
people of the perils of 
feeding ducks bread. 

A campaign by the Canal 
and River Trust is calling 
on people to leave the bread 
at home and instead swap 
it for healthier treats like 
seeds, lettuce and peas, 
which are more like a duck’s 
natural diet. 

Although the campaign 
has received a good 
response so far, each year 
3.5million loaves of bread 
are thrown into water, 
potentially polluting the 
environment. 


Popular spots for feeding 
ducks in Hackney include 
Clapton Pond, Clapton 
Common, Clissold Park 
and Springfield Park. 

Uneaten soggy bread 
can cause a build up of 
bad nutrients in the water, 
which can lead to algae 
growth, spread disease and 
encourage rats. 

There is also a risk that 
ducks and other birds could 
get ill by not getting enough 
nutrients in their diet, 
causing deformity in birds’ 
wings, which can prevent 


them from flying, and may 
even prove fatal. 

Throwing bread into 
canals, ponds and rivers can 
also create overcrowding, as 
birds will flock to the area. 
Too many ducks or other 
wildfowl in an area can 
stress the birds and damage 
their habitats. 

Excessive amounts of bird 
poo reduces water quality 
and can clog up waterways 
with harmful algae. 

Emma Aitken, National 
Campaigns Manager at 
Canal and River Trust, 


said: “As a nation we’re 
guilty of throwing away 
a vast amount of lettuce. 
Instead of consigning it to 
the bin, rip it into pieces 
and treat your local ducks. 
Also remember to exercise 
portion control and don’t 
overfeed them.” 

Canal and River Trust is 
giving away a free booklet 
packed with tips on the 
right food to feed ducks, 
and includes activities for 
children. To get it, along 
with a free pouch to store 
healthy duck treats in, text 
QUEST to 70123.

■Playwright 

^^Brnold Wesker, 
died last 
month aged 
83, spent some of his 
formative years in 
Hackney, and used the 
experiences and memories 
of his time here to great 
effect in his work. 

Wesker was born in 
Stepney in 1932, to poor 
Jewish parents - Joseph, 
a tailor and Leah, a cook 
- both active communists. 
Along with Wesker’s elder 
sister Della, the family lived 
in a tenement in Fashion 
Street consisting of two 
attic rooms with a gas 
stove on the landing. The 
children went to school in 
Whitechapel, but when the 
Second World War broke 
out they were evacuated to 
Ely in Cambridgeshire. 

A teenage Della was keen 
to get back to London to 
help with the war effort and 


eventually left Ely to work 
in a munitions factory. She 
left Arnold behind, but 
he missed his family and 
soon returned too, living 
in London throughout the 
worst of the Blitz. 

Wesker was later 
evacuated to Devon to stay 
with family, and when 
he finally returned to his 
parents in London, they had 
moved into a new council 
flat in Hackney. 

Although his parents 
were not great readers, 
Della’s fiance Ralph 
was, and through him 
Wesker discovered the 
world of literature. He 
first attended Northwold 
Road School, but later 
failed exams that would 
have allowed him to go to 
grammar school. Instead, 
he was recommended for 
Upton House School, in 
Homerton, which took 
boys who had failed their 
exams but were seen as 
bright, and trained them in 
office skills. 


He later recalled that it 
had been a good school and 
that ‘wonderful’ Walsh, 
the English teacher, gave 
low marks for spelling 
and grammar, but high 
marks for imagination. 
Unfortunately that 
imagination, which would 
later serve Wesker well as 
an author, did not help 
him aged 15 with the 
Cambridge Certificate: 

‘I got a mere pass in 
English; writing where 
my fancy took me was 
obviously intolerable to the 
examiners,’ he said. 

Wesker was offered 
a place at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art 
but couldn’t afford the 
tuition fees so was unable 
to attend. For some years 


he drifted from job to job. 
Many of Wesker’s plays 
drew upon his own life and 
these experiences, like those 
of his childhood, also made 
their way into his writing. 

His first play, ‘The 
Kitchen’ was set in the type 
of workplace that Wesker 
knew well from his time as 
a cook in the Bell Hotel, in 
Norwich, whilst ‘Chips 
With Everything’ takes 
place during the initial eight 
weeks’ induction training 
for the RAF, which Wesker 
served in for two years. 

The most 

autobiographical of 
Wesker’s plays are the 
trilogy of ‘Chicken Soup 
With Barley’, ‘Roots’ 
and ‘I’m Talking About 
Jerusalem’ which revolve 


around members of the 
communist Jewish Kahn 
family from the 1930s 
to 1950s. The characters 
of Sarah Kahn and her 
workshy husband Harry are 
thinly disguised portrayals 
of Leah and Joseph Wesker, 
whilst Wesker based their 
son Ronnie Kahn on 
himself and Beatie Bryant 
on his own wife Dusty. 

The family first appears 
living in a tiny East End 
basement, recalling the 
terrible Fashion Street attic 
home Wesker had known as 
a small child, of which his 
mother later said: ‘Nowhere 
in my life have I regretted to 
live anywhere more than in 
Fashion Street...’ 

The Kahns later move 
into what is described 
in ‘Chicken Soup With 
Barley’ as a ‘block of 
flats in Hackney - the 1930 
kind, with railings’, which 
was no doubt based on 
Weald House, part of the 
huge Northwold Estate in 
Clapton, which became the 


Wesker family home. 

Although Wesker later 
moved away from Hackney 
to Wales, he appears to 
have happy memories of his 
time in the borough, with 
the local leisure facilities 
especially making a good 
impression. In the book 
‘Say Goodbye - You May 
Never See Them Again’, 
he recalled: ‘Putting in 
Springfield Park. . .rowing 
on the River Lea. . .open 
air swimming and boating 
in Victoria Park. . .indoor 
swimming in Hackney 
Baths. . .what was there to 
complain about?’

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

THIS delicious recipe for Irish soda bread with rosemary and sultanas comes from the cafe 
at Dalston Eastern Curve Garden, 13 Dalston Lane, E8. 


Ingredients 

• 250g plain flour 

• 250g wholemeal flour 

• 1 tsp sea salt 

• 1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 

• 1 tbsp finely chopped rosemary 

• 300ml full fat yoghurt 

• 200ml whole milk 

• 1 50g sultanas. 


Method 


• In a large bowl, sift the flours, salt and bicarbonate of 
soda together and add the chopped rosemary. 

•Make a well in the middle and add the yoghurt and the 
milk, then mix until they are just combined: don’t over 
mix. Stir in the sultanas. 

• Transfer to a baking sheet and create a circular mound. 
Bake for 45 minutes in a pre-heated oven at 200°C/gas 
mark 6, then allow to cool on a wire rack.
